In this connection it is reported that there is a growing belief 
among congressmen that the revenue derived from the income tax must 
bi increased. 
It is also reported that treasury officials are extremely 
dubious as to the possibility of raising any substantial additional amount 
of revenue by “soaking the rich” further. 
Big individual incomes are 
already subject to surtaxes ranging up to 80 per cent, and the point of 
dmnnhhing returns has been reached. 
Therefore, it is argued additional income tax must be raised by 
increasing the levies on persons 111 *he lower and middle tax brackets— 
and by dropping those brackets so as to reach income levels which are 
now exempt from direct taxation.
